Day Tuttle is a distinguished friend and col- 
league of Richard Aldrich, He is also a dis- 
tinguished member of the legitimate theatre 
as the following material demonstrates, We 
print it because we thought our patrons would 
find it interesting reading. 





In November of 1969 The Rockefeller Foun= 
dation awarded Day Tuttle a grant of approxi- 
mately $15,000.00 to enable him to write a book 
called THE GOLDEN AGE OF SUMMER THEA- 
TRE (1925 - ’42), The book is 2/3rds complet= 
ed and is now called STRAW HAT: AN INFOR- 
MAL HISTORY OF THE GREAT DAYS OF 
SUMMER THEATRE (1925 = ’42), and its author 
is seeking a further Foundation grant - or a 
private loan or loans ~ to finance its comple- 
tion (scheduled for November, 1971). Work on 
the mss, has progressed this winter in spite 
of 2 operations for a detached retina of the 
left eye that necessitated hospitalization in 
February, March, and April; and a 3rd one 
will be necessary several months from now if 
sight in that eye is to be restored, In the mean- 
time, work on the book goes forward 4 or 5 
hours daily, with the right eye alone.
